End National Soccer League 
season, 31 players had passed 
the golden milestone of figuring 
in 200 NSL matches. 


Joe Watson leads the ex- 
clusive club with 258 appear- 
ances but neither he nor second 
placed John O'Shea will add to 
their total as they have both mov- 
ed to new fields to coach and play 
in the NSW State League. 


Of the 31 endurance men, as 
many as 19 will add to their tallies 
this year but for most it may well 
be the farewell season in the NSL. 


Five players however are still

Thirty one players made it into the 200 
club of the West End National Soccer 
League by the end of the 1986 season. 


The exclusive gathering is made up of 
players who have made 200 appearances 
or over in NSL league games since the 
National League started in 1977. 


Sydney City stalwart Joe Watson 
averaged 25 games a season over his 10 
year career with the one club and took 
over the leadership at the end of 1986 
from previous leader John O'Shea who 
totted up his 255 appearances in stints 
with St George, Canberra and then back 
to St George. 

Watson collected four championship 
medals while making his 258 ap- 
pearances for Sydney City. 

Both Watson and John O'Shea have 
now moved on and are likely to be over- 
taken halfway through the season as the 
marathon continues for the first ever 
player to reach the 300 appearance mark.

Nyskohus of Adelaide City (both on 244 
apps) are the most likely candidates to 
become the new leaders as the race to 
break the 270 barrier goes on this 
season 


Nyskohus is the oldest of the 31 
players at 36. He is a year older than Wat- 
son but shows no signs — or desire — 
to quit as yet. 


Of the 31 players in the 200 club, 19 of 
them are still active and could add to 
their totals this coming season. 


The youngest “veterans” for want of a 
better word are Ilioski and Sergio Melta 
(28), Peter Tredinnick and Theo 
Selemidis (27) and Peter Raskopoulos 
(25). 


Those five must be the candidates 
with the strongest chances of reaching 
the 300 milestone.

Adelaide City vice-captain Sergio Melta 
holds his skipper Bugsy Nyskohus in 
high esteem, but he has no ambition to 
emulate Nyskohus's soccer longevity. 

And neither does Melta cast envious 
eyes in the direction of the Adelaide City 
captaincy 

Melta also is adamant that he will 
never coach when his playing days end. 

On the surface, these facts appear to 
indicate a man lacking in ambition, but 
that assesment is way off the truth. 

For Melta is loyal to his coach, Zoran 
Matic and to his captain and he wants to 
be part of another championship- 
winning team this year. 


His other burning desire is to 
establish his position in the Socceroo 
squad and to secure a place in the na- 
tional team starting line-up. 

“I'll keep playing as long as | continue 
to enjoy it, but | won't be another 
Bugsy,” Melta said. 


“t reckon I'll quit when | reach my early 
30's. It's been a long haul, but it's been 
very enjoyable.” 

Melta, who started his career with the 
Camden-based Birkalla Club, remembers 
well his national league debut game with 
Adelaide City in 1977. 

“It was an exciting time to kick-off the 
new Philips League with a home game 
against Brisbane Lions and in front of a 
big crowd, but unfortunately it was a 
mundane, scoreless draw. 

“The highlights of my career were, of 
course, last year’s grand final win over 
Sydney Olympic and our Philips Cup 
final win over St George in 1979. 

“And on a personal note, being named 
NSL Player of the Year in 1984 was a 
great thrill,” Melta said. 

Melta won the award as a midfielder, 
but he has occupied every position on 
the field with Adelaide City except 
goalkeeper. 

“I'm just waiting for Willie (McNally) to 
get injured so | can claim a record,” he 
said. 


“I've played full back, sweeper, stop- 
per, left wing, right wing, centre midfield, 
right midfield and left midfield.” 

Melta believes the national league has

degan and that the skill factor prevalent 
in 1977 is on the way back. 


“When it first started there was plenty 
of skill involved, then we went through a 
period of kick and run, but now we are 
reverting to the skill factor. 


“| have been lucky with the coaches at 
the club because I've learnt something 
from them all. 


“Edmund Kreft was good for teaching 
skills, Rale Rasic was a good organiser 
and fitness man, while Zoran Matic em- 
phasises entertaining team play. 

“But once | stop playing | won't coach. 
''ve seen what coaches I've been under 
have to contend with and | don't want 
that,” Melta said. 


As for the captaincy at Adelaide City? 
“I have no aspirations to be captain. But 
if Bugsy was injured, I'd accept the 
responsibility. 

“As it is, I'm happy to be playing and 
happy to be in the team,” Melta said. 

Happiness, for thousands of Adelaide 
City fans is seeing Sergio Melta com- 
mand the midfield with his silky skills 
and his accurate passing and his deter- 
mined tackling.

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A MEDAL OUT 
OF HOLY WATER

Theo Selemidis has lost count of the 
number of times he has played in league 
and cup finals in an 11 year career at 
Heidelberg. 


But from them all, he has only got two 
winners’ medals to show for his 
endeavour — and he has a slight suspi- 
cion there was some divine help when he 
broke a long drought to gain the second 
one 


“Just off hand, | know we have played 
in five finals of the pre-season night 
series, three times in the NSL Cup final, 
a Southern Division grand final, and the 
Top Four Series in 1980," Selemidis said 


“After ending up on the losing side of 
the final so many times, it got to the 
stage where the club brought a priest in 
before the match and he went round the 
dressing room blessing every one of us. 


“1 don't know if it was coincidence but 
whatever it was, it did the trick and I have 
a winner's medal from that final to show 
for it.” 

The final in question was the Buffalo 
Cup in 1985 when Heidelberg not only 
won — it trounced Melbourne Croatia 
51. 

It could well be that should Heidelberg 
reach a final this year, Selemidis will use 
his captain's influence to get Heidelberg 
to ask for another divine sprinkling. 

At the start of the 1987 NSL campaign, 
Theo Selemidis had played 215 times in 
league matches — all for the club he has 
now captained for four seasons. 


Heidelberg recognised the loyalty at 
the end of the 1986 season by presenting 
him with an award for his services to the 
club. 


“And they topped it off by also naming 
me the club's player of the year — the 
first time it has happened throughout all 
the years | have been there,” Selemidis 
says with some pride. 

The first of those 215 appearances 
came in the second game of the in- 
augural NSL season in 1977 — and turn- 
ed out to be his only senior outing for 
that season. 


“1 got a run for 20 minutes coming on 
as substitute for Jim Campbell,” is the 
way Selemidis remembers it. 

The match was against the arch 
enemy South Melbourne and ended in a 
1-1 draw. 


The games against South Melbourne 
are of special significance to Selemidis 


and the victories against them will 
always be the ones he treasures most. 


SELEMIDIS continued 


“They are victories to savour. We were 
all ahead in direct encounters with them 
for along time but they caught up with 
us in recent seasons. 


“We might have edged back in front 
after beating them twice last season,” 
Selemidis says with a satisfied smile. 


BEST EVER 

Apart from the annual encounters with 
the Greek backed rivals, 1980 still stands 
out as Selemidis’ best ever season. 


“That season started with me being 
picked for the Australia B team which 
went to Noumea and won a tournament 
there against a number of teams which 
included the NZ national side. 


“It was also the first season | 
established myself as a regular after go- 
ing through three seasons of being in 
and out of the side. 


“We ended up as the runners-up in the 
league and the Cup and finally made it to 
the winners’ list by thrashing Sydney Ci- 
ty 4-0 in the Top Four Series 


“Also | was picked to play for 
Australia for the first time, figuring in 
matches against England in the Centen- 
ary match and Northern Ireland. On the 
strength of that | was also included in 
the squad for the European tour and ac- 
tually scored in the game against Greece 
in Athens. 


“So it will always be a season that will 
be hard to top.”

If 1980 stands out, 
1986 does not come far 
behind because Selem- 
idis benefitted from a 
Positional switch from 
midfield to sweeper and 
his personal form im- 
Proved so much that he 
came back in the reckon- 
ing for the Socceroo 
squad. 


John Margaritis, Frank 
Arok’s assistant in Mel- 
bourne, was among 
those impressed and has 
been pushing the na- 
tional coach to have another look at 
Selemidis — and that was 
before Margaritis took over as coach at 
Heidelberg in March. 


Selemidis is philosophical about his 
chances of a recall. 


“If 1am going to get a chance, it has to 
be this year. I'm talking from my age's 
point of view. | feel that at 27 you have to 
make your mark or forget about playing 
for the national team. - 

“I've got the eagerness — |'m just 
hoping to be given the chance to perform 
and prove it. 


FRUSTRATING 

While the switch to sweeper has 
helped improve his chances, Selemidis 
admits it is at times frustrating to be 
playing behind the backline 

“I originally thought I'd be playing at 

sweeper for a couple of weeks and | did 
not envisage it becoming my permanent 
position. 
“If we're on top and winning it is satisty- 
ing, but when we are behind, | feel | am 
wasting my time at the back and I'm 
always itching to be more involved in the 
game and be in a position to try to 
change it. 

“From that point of view, | still prefer 
playing in midfield where | feel | could 
contribute more. 

“| have no intentions however of tell- 
ing John Margaritis where to play me, I'll 
let him decide.” 

Selemidis will be having his second 
stint under Margaritis. 


“In the 11 years of the NSL at 
Heidelberg, | have practically played 
under a full team of coaches. 

“They were Jim Adam, Margaritis, 
Tony Boggi, Manny Poulakakis, Len 
McKendry, the joint effort by Jim Tansey 
and Gary ‘Cole, another duo in Jimmy 
Rooney and Pat Bannon, Ken Morton, 
Brian Garvey and earlier this year Roy 
MacLaren. 


“Maybe we can get them together to 
play in a charity game one day.” 


As for the future, Selemidis would 
prefer to look ahead only as far as this 
season. 


AIMS. 
“My aim has to be to win a major 
honour with the club this year. 


“We haven't been considered among 
the favourites for the league mainly 
because there have been other clubs 
splashing out big money on players. 


“But an impressive list of buys 
doesn't always guarantee success, and 
Adelaide City proved last year that a set- 
tled team is a better formula for the 
championship. 


“We have still got a lot of good players 
and I'm sure we will surprise a few peo- 
ple." 


What about being one of the select 
few who have played 200 NSL games? 
And can he reach the magic 300 mark? 


“I'd like to think | will go on playing 
while it is physically possible and while 
I'm still enjoying it 


“Those two ingredients are still there 
now. 


“As for reaching the 300 mark, it 
would be something nice to look back on 
once I've finished playing. 


“Having the name there as having 
played so many games is not as impor- 
tant however as being remembered as a 
decent player who gave some decent 
performances and scored the odd goal.”

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EARLY RETIREMENT PLAN FOR RASKOPOULOS!

The voice on the other end of the 
telephone cried out with laughter. 
“Honestly, I'm only 25, but | guess 
people would have it in their heads 
that I’m much older.” 


From that remark it is not difficult 
to understand the problems Peter 
Raskopoulos, Sydney Olympic’s 
gifted Socceroo midfielder, has had 
convincing the average Soccer fan 
that he is still on the right side of 30. 


After all, many of those fans have 
probably watched with interest the 
development of Rasko’s career 
since he began playing as a 15-year- 
old schoolboy in the first season of 
the national league. 


Having started so young, it seems. 
he has been around for ages. In a 
way, that is correct because 200 
games in the tough grind of NSL 
football is a hefty part of one’s life. 


Raskopoulos, who has been cap- 
ped 29 times for the Socceroos and 
20 times for the Young Socceroos, 
is now well on the way to 300 
League appearances, although there 
remains some doubt, according to 
him, that he will reach that magical 
figure. 

“| have it in the back of my mind 
that | will give the game away in two 
or three years,” he said during a. 
break from his dry cleaning 
business. 


“| want to finish on top,” 
he continued, “| have seen 
some good players go on 
for too long. | don’t want to 
end up like them or to finish 
in the State League or to be 
remembered for my last 
game. 


“Anyway, it doesn't really 
matter how many games 
you play. As long as you 
have enjoyed your time in 
whatever you do then that 
should be enough fulfill- 
ment.” 

Therein lies the real in- 
tensity of the man who has, 
during his career, been 
variously described off the 
field as a joker, party boy, 
knockabout sort of bloke 
and avid punter. 

Mind you, it has always 
been a different matter on 
the football field for the 
man they call “Randwick” 
because of his love for 
horse racing. 
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Raskopoulos's newspaper clipp- 
ings file is filled with colourful 
descriptions proclaiming his un- 
doubted ability. 


Wonder boy, young Colossus, bet- 


ter than Craig Johnston..... the list 
goes on and on. 
Incredibly, Soccer nearly lost 


Raskopoulos. 


While at school, he mixed his 
football codes, playing Soccer and 
Rugby League. 


He represented his school as a 
centre in the AMCO Cup, a popular 
schoolboy Rugby League competi- 
tion. There were suggestions that 
the famous St George club were in- 
terested in signing him. 


It has been interesting, then, to 
watch his development as a Soccer 
player over the years. He is only too 
well aware of the changes in his 
game, changes he attributes to his 
short stay at Marconi in 1980 and to 
Young Socceroo Coach Les 
Scheinflug. 


Rasko always hits back hard when. 
people suggest to him that the Mar- 
coni sojurn was not a particularly 
happy time for him. 


“A lot of the Greeks wind me up 
about that, but they are under the 
wrong impression,” he said. “I 


“| have it in the back of 
my mind | will give the 
game away in three 
years.” 


thought | had a good year with Mar- 
coni. | missed only two or three 
games and finished third in the 
under 21 player-of-the-year contest 
and we won the Phillips Cup and 
finished third in the championship. 


BLANCO 

“| enjoyed my time there, 
especially working under Les. He 
taught me so much. When | went 
there | was more of a showy type of 
player. | didn’t really know much 
about the game. He developed my 

game to a greater extent. 


“It was only when Raul 
Blanco took over at Marconi 
that things went wrong as 
far as | was concerned. Raul 
and | did not see eye to eye 
and that’s why | got out.” 


It came as no surprise 
when Raskopoulos returned 
early in the season of '81 to 
Olympic, where he first 
began his career. The club 
has always been home for 
him. 

He remembered his first 
ever senior match for Olym- 
pic against Western Sub- 
urbs at the Sydney Sports 
Ground in 1977. Olympic 
lost 3-0. 

“| do recall finding it very 
hard and tough. | had to play 
against the likes of Peter 
Wilson (the tough Socceroo 
captain).”” 

He has seen some good 
players come and go during 
the course of the League. 


Ever the diplomat, he did not rattle 
off names of players, although he 
said he had a lot of respect for Eddie 


Krncevic, Gary Byrne and Ivo 
Prskalo, “all three were class 
players. 


“Nowadays, the League carries 30 
or 40 top class players.” 


Of course, as Rasko has grown in 
confidence and experience the 
game has become a little easier. 


But, he contends, the game has 
also become harder in some 
respects. He has noticed the 
changes over the last decade. 

“It has improved,” he said, “the 
style is different. 

“The game has become quicker 
and harder physically. The tackling 
is much tougher.” 

A further development in his 
game has been the added respon- 
sibility of being captain at Olympic. 
He enjoys it. 

“Being a captain can be easy 
most of the time,” he said. “This is 
especially so when you play with a 
great bunch of players. 

“When things are going well it 
(the captaincy) is easier.” 


DIFFICULT 


Raskopoulos is not the type of 
person to be concerned with such 
things as memorable matches and 
highlights of his career. It was dif- 
ficult, then, to try and pry something 
like that out of him. 

“Sure, it is great to look back on 
things like winning Grand Finals 
with Olympic and winning NSW 
player-of-the-year awards, but usual- 
ly it is your last game that people 
remember,” he said matter-of-factly. 

With Raskopoulos intent on call- 
ing an early end to his career, the 
question of life after football pop- 
ped up. 

“| would like to take up 
coaching,” he said, “but probably 
not straight away.

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THYS RATES ME— AROK DOES 


Eddie Krncevic is Australian Soccer’s most successful ex- 
port. After playing in Yugoslavia and West Germany, he was 
the subject of a $250,000 transfer in Belgium last year. 

This season Krncevic has played a big part in 
Anderlecht’s rise among the best teams in Europe and he is 
now rated in the transfer market at $2 million. 

Krncevic represented Australia 33 times before becoming 
a professional but hasn’t played since Frank Arok took over 


as National Coach. 


In 1985 Krncevic’s reply to a request to join the socceroo 
squad was that he could get released only for important mat- 


ches against Israel and Scotland. 


Arok’s reply was that no individual could pick his games 


for Australia. 


The pair exchanged broadsides through the media during 
Krncevic’s two recent holiday visits to Australia. 


In this article specially written by Krncevic from Belgium 
for “Aussie Soccer”, the socceroo exile has his say on Arok 
and Craig Johnston, his own season with Anderlecht and 
the interest expressed by A. C. Torino of Italy in gaining his 
services for 1987-88. 


It has been interesting to hear of the 
developments surrounding Craig 
Johnston's decision to make 
himself available for Australia’s na- 
tional team — AFTER trying to get 
into the English and Scottish na- 
tional sides. 


Even at this early stage, one 
would assume that if Liverpool does 
agree to release him, it will only be 
for selected or most important mat- 
ches. 

And it has been interesting to find 
out that Johnston's non-availability 
for matches against the likes of 
Taiwan, Fiji and New Zealand has 
not forced national coach Frank 
Arok to rule him out of considera- 
tion. 

| say all that is interesting 
because after all my big “crime” has 
been making myself available only 
for the matches against Israel and 
Scotland in 1985. 

That was the decision of my club 
and after all — like Craig Johnston 
— that is where my bread and butter 
comes from.

Prior to the World Cup finals in 
Mexico last year, Thys asked around 
to see if | could make myself 
available for inclusion in the Belgian 
national team so attempts could be 
made to change my nationality.

When the enquiry came to me, | 
told them it was an impossibility in 
any case because | have already 
Played 33 times at senior level for 
Australia, 20 of them in full interna- 
tionals.

The contact | have had with Mr 
Arok has been one telephone con- 
versation when | was in Australia on 
holiday during the Belgian close 
season. 


He asked me to join a training 
camp to see what | can do and | 
cancelled my flight back to Europe 
to go to Sydney, only to become 
stranded in Melbourne because of a 
plane strike that happened on the 
day. 

| didn’t see any point in pursuing 
the matter from then on and duly 
flew back to Belgium to join pre- 
season training. 

| realise that Belgian football 
doesn’t receive the publicity that 
English soccer gets in Australia, so 
maybe there is a need to explain my 


season in Belgium 
this year. 


| left Australia in 
1982, played at 
Dinamo Zagreb in 
Yugoslavia and 
Duisburg in West 
Germany before 
coming to Belgium 
three seasons ago to 
join Cercle Brugge. 


At the end of last 
season, Anderlecht 
outbid Standard 
Liege to sign me on 
a two year contract. 


Only three days 
after | had signed, | 
got a phone call from 
the president of 
Pisa, which at that 
time still had hopes 
of staying in the 
Italian Serie A 
because of the 
Totonero scandal. 


Anderlecht, even if 
you include my bias, 
is one of the best 
teams in Europe, and 
| have practically 
joined a team of 11 
internationals. 


They include Enzo 
Scifo, who has 
already signed to 
play for Inter in Italy 
next year, and fellow Belgian inter- 
nationals Frank Vercauteren and 
Georges Grun, all three of whom 
figured so prominently in Belgium's 
magnificent World Cup finals series. 

The others include Danish inter- 
national Henrik Andersen (another 
World Cup finalist). Holland’s Van 
Tiggelen, Arno Gudjohnsen of 
Iceland and Spain’s Juan Lozano. 

Gudjohnsen is the top scorer in 
the Belgian first division with 14 
goals at the time this article is being 
put together and is one of my best 
mates at the club as much because 
of our partnership as well as 
because of the friendship our wives 
have established going to all the 
games together. 


At Anderlecht | am being used as 
the target man. My runs to the left 
and right have opened up several op- 
portunities for the likes of Gud- 
johnsen and Scifo to come through 
and score goals. 

| myself have collected 10 league 
goals to date and three more in the 
Cup. 

| should also mention that only

two of those goals have come from 
headers, probably because at the 
club we play mainly to the feet. 


That is directly opposed to my 
role at Cercle Brugges, where 
everything was played directly at me 
— mostly up in the air. 

The game that has given me the 
biggest satisfaction was our 3-0 win 
over European Cup holders Steua 
Bucharest where | scored two of the 
goals, 

| felt pleased there not only 
because the result helped knock out 
the holders but also because | felt 
that there would at least be some 
recognition about the feat in 
Australia. 


STOPPER 

Subsequent to that we of course 
got knocked out by Bayern Munich 
in the quarter finals of the European 
Cup after enduring a nightmare 
evening in the first leg (losing 0-5). 

We went into the match without 
our libero De Mol and stopper Van 
Tiggelen as well as Scifo because of 
injuries and suspensions.

Our stand-in sweeper got injured 
after only 10 minutes and our 
manager Arie Haan was forced into 
switching me — of all people — to 
fill in at stopper.
